CIRCULAR. 


Department  of  the  Secretary  of  State,. 

Ottawa,  21st  May,  1894. 

Sir, — I am  directed  to  inform  you  that  His  Excel- 
lency the  Governor-General  has  had  under  his  con- 
sideration in  Council,  a despatch  from  Her  Majesty’s 
Principal  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies,  respect- 
ing, inter  alia,  the  unauthorized  issue  of  a passport  by 
the  Mayor  of  a certain  Canadian  City,  and  directing 
attention  to  the  fact  that  the  only  person  in  the 
Dominion  of  Canada  empowered  to  grant  passports  is 
the  Governor-General,  or  the  Administrator  of  the 
Government,  as  the  case  may  be. 

That  this  limitation  of  the  authority  to  issue  pass- 
ports which  will  entitle  the  bearer  to  British  protec- 
tion, is  not  so  well  known  as,  in  the  interests  of  the 
public  generally,  is  desirable,  is  sufficiently  evident, 
from  the  occurrence  which  gave  rise  to  the  despatch 
above  referred  to,  and  from  other  occurrences  of  a 
similar  character  in  the  past,  and  I am,  therefore,  to 
request  that  your  Government  may  be  moved  to  take 
such  steps  as  may  seem  best  calculated  to  ensure  it  the 
desired  publicity. 

I am  also  to  enclose  a copy  of  the  Report  of  this 
Department  for  the  year  1893,  which  contains,  at  page 
59,  the  general  regulation  approved  by  His  Excellency 
the  Governor-General  in  Council  with  respect  to  the 
issue  of  passports.

REGULATIONS  RESPECTING  PASSPORTS. 


The  following  is  a synopsis  of  the  regulations  respect- 
ing the  issue  of  passports,  adopted  by  order  of  His 
Excellency  the  Governor-General  in  Canada: — 

1 . Applications  for  passports  must  be  made  in  writing 
and  inclosed  in  a cover  addressed  to  ‘ ‘ The  Honourable 
the  Secretary  of  State,  Ottawa,  Ontario.” 

2.  The  charge  for  a passport,  whatever  number  of 
persons  may  be  named  in  it,  is  §4.00.  The  fee  payable 
must  accompany  the  application.  Postage  stamps  will 
not  be  received  in  payment. 

3.  Passports  are  granted  only  to  British-born  sub- 
jects, or  to  persons  naturalized  in  the  Dominion  of 
Canada  ; they  are  not  limited  in  point  of  time  but  are 
available  for  any  time  or  for  any  number  of  journeys 
to  foreign  countries.  When  the  party  is  a “ naturalized 
British  subject”  he  will  be  so  designated  in  his  pass- 
port. 

4.  Passports  are  granted  to  all  persons  either  known 
to  the  Secretary  of  State  or  recommended  to  him  by 
some  person  who  is  known  to  him  ; or  upon  the  appli- 
cation of  any  chartered  bank  in  the  Dominion  of 
Canada  ; or  upon  the  production  of  a certificate  of 
identity,  which  may  be  obtained  at  the  department, 
signed  by  any  mayor,  magistrate,  justice  of  the  peace, 
minister  of  religion,  physician,  surgeon,  solicitor  or 
notary  resident  in  theDominion  of  Canada,  In  certain 
cases,  the  applicant’s  certificate  of  birth  must  be  pro- 
duced, in  addition  to  the  certificate  of  identity. 

5.  If  the  applicant  for  a passport  be  a naturalized 
British  subject,  his  certificate  of  naturalization,  with 
his  signature  subscribed  to  the  oath  printed  on  it,  must 
be  forwarded  to  the  Department  of  the  Secretary  of 
State,  with  the  certificate  of  identity  granted  in  his 
behalf ; and  his  certificate  of  naturalization  will  be 
returned  with  the  passport  to  the  person  who  may 
have  granted  the  certificate  of  identity,  in  order  that 
he  may  cause  such  naturalized  British  subject  to  sign 
the  passport  in  his  presence. 

0.  A passport  cannot  be  issued  by  the  Department 
of  the  Secretary  of  State  on  behalf  of  a person  already 
abroad,  such  person  should  apply  for  one  to  the  nearest 
British  Mission  or  Consulate;  a passport  cannot  be 
issued  abroad  to  a colonial  naturalized  British  subject, 
except  for  a direct  journey  to  the  United  Kingdom  or 
to  the  colony  where  he  has  been  naturalized. 

7.  The  bearer  of  every  passport  issued  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Secretary  of  State  should  sign  his  passport 
as  soon  as  he  receives  it ; without  such  signature  either 
the  visa  may  be  refused,  or  the  validity  of  the  passport 
questioned  abroad.  Travellers  who  may  have  any 
intention  of  visiting  the  Russian  Empire,  the  Turkish 
Dominions,  or  the  Kingdom  of  Roumania  at  any  time 
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in  the  course  of  their  travels,  should  first  have  their 
passports  vine,  at  the  nearest  Russian,  Turkish  or 
Roumanian  consulate,  as  the  case  may  he.  The  ad- 
dresses in  London  of  these  consulates  are  respectively 
as  follows: — The  Russian  Consulate,  17  Great  Win- 
chester Street,  E.  ('.  ; the  Consulate-General  of  the 
Sublime  Porte,  7,  Union  Court,  Old  Broad  Street ; the 
Roumanian  Consulate-General,  .‘17,  Old  Jewry,  E.C. 
Persons  proposing  to  enter  Germany  by  way  of  France 
should  also  have  their  passports  vine*  at  the  German 
Embassy  in  London  or  Paris.  Travellers  about  to  pro- 
ceed to  any  other  country  need  not  obtain  the  vim  of 
the  deplomatic  or  consular  agents  of  such  country, 
except  as  an  additional  precaution,  which  is  recom- 
mended in  the  case  of  passports  of  an  old  date. 

N.  B. — Although  British  subjects  are  now  free  to 
enter  Belgium,  France,  Holland,  Italy,  Denmark, 
Sweden  and  Norway  without  passports,  and  the  rules 
about  passports  have  been  virtually  relaxed  in  other 
countries,  nevertheless  colonial  British  subjects  about 
to  visit  foreign  countries  are  recommended  not  to  omit 
to  provide  themselves  with  passports,  for  even  in  those 
countries  where  they  are  no  longer  obligatory,  they 
are  found  to  be  convenient  as  offering  a ready  means 
of  identification,  and  more  particularly  when  letters 
have  to  be  claimed  at  a poste  restante.  For  residence  in 
certain  districts  of  Germany  or  Switzerland  a passport 
is  indispensable.

Excerpt  from  Rules  and  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 


Rule  59. 

ALL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills,  properly 
the  subject  of  legislation  by  the  Legislative 
Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within  the  purview  of 
the  “British  North  America  Act,  1867,”  whether  for  the 
erection  of  a Bridge,  the  making  of  a Railway,  Tram- 
way, Turnpike  Road,  or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line; 
the  construction  or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal, 


Lock,  Dam,  Slide,  or  other  like  work ; the  granting 
of  a right  of  Ferry ; the  incorporation  of  any  particular 
trade  or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint  Stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals 
any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what- 
ever, or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  which  in  its 
operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of  other 
parties,  or  relate  to  any  particular  class  of  the  com- 
munity, or  for  making  any  amendment  of  a like  nature

60.  Before  any  Petition,  praying  for  leave  to  bring  in 
a Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a Toll  Bridge,  is 
received  by  the  House,  the  person  or  persons  intending 
to  petition  for  such  Bill  shall,  upon  giving  the  notice 
prescribed  by  the  preceding  rule,  also  at  the  same 
time  and  in  the  same  manner,  give  notice  of  the  rates 
which  they  intend  to  ask,  the  extent  of  the  privilege, 
the  height  of  the  arches,  the  interval  between  the 
abutments  or  piers  for  the  passage  of  rafts  and  vessels, 
and  mentioning  also  whether  they  intend  to  erect  a 
draw-bridge  or  not,  and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

61.  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  Incorporation  shall 
be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  reference  the  clauses 
of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the  details  to  be  pro- 
vided for  by  such  Bills: — Special  grounds  shall  be 
established  for  any  proposed  departure  from  this 
principle,  or  for  the  introduction  of  other  provisions 
as  to  such  details,  and  a note  shall  be  appended  to  the 
Bill  indicating  the  provisions  thereof  in  which  the 
General  Act  is  proposed  to  be  departed  from.  Bills 
which  are  not  framed  in  accordance  with  this  Rule 
shall  be  re-cast  by  the  promoters  and  re-printed  at 
their  expense  before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the 
clauses. 

65.  The  expenses  and  costs  attending  on  Private 
Bills  giving  any  exclusive  privilege,  or  for  any  object 
of  profit,  or  private,  corporate,  or  individual  advantage; 
or  for  amending,  extending,  or  enlarging  any  former 
Acts,  in  such  manner  as  to  confer  additional  powers, 
ought  not  to  fall  on  the  public ; accordingly;  the 
parties  seeking  to  obtain  a Private  Bill  shall  pay  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars 
before  the  first  reading  thereof;  and  an  additional 
sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  immediately  after  the 
second  reading  thereof.  And  no  such  Bill  shall  be 
read  a first  time,  or  committed  after  second  reading, 
until  the  fees  payable  on  the  first  or  second  reading 
respectively  are  paid  to  the  Clerk,  and  all  such  Bills 
shall  be  prepared  by  the  parties  applying  for  the 
same,  and  printed  in  small  pica  type,  twenty-six  ems 
by  fifty  ems,  on  good  paper,  in  Imperial  octavo  form, 
each  page  when  folded  measuring  lOf  inches  by  7 A 
inches,  and  100  copies  thereof  shall  be  deposited  with 
the  Clerk  of  the  House  immediately  before  the  first 
reading.  If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill  during 
its  progress  before  the  Committee  on  Private  Bills,  or 
through  the  House,  such  Bill  shall  be  re-printed  by 
the  promoters  thereof. 

Authority  to  act  as  Parliamentary  Agent  may  be 
obtained  on  application  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House, 
and  upon  payment  of  the  sum  of  five  dollars.

ALL  applications  for  Private  Bills  require  a notice 
over  the  signature  and  address  of  the  appli- 
cants or  their  solicitors,  clearly  and  distinctly  specify- 
ing the  nature  and  object  of  the  application,  published 
by  advertisement  as  follows,  viz. : — In  the  Canada 
Gazette,  and  in  one  newspaper  published  in  the  County, 
District,  Union  of  Counties  or  Territory,  affected  by 
the  proposed  measure,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper 
published  therein,  then  in  a newspaper  in  the  next 
nearest  County,  District  or  Territory  in  which  a news- 
paper is  published.  In  the  Provinces  of  Quebec  and 
Manitoba  the  notice  must  be  published  in  the  like 
manner  in  the  English  and  French  languages.  When 
a Bill  is  to  operate  in  more  than  one  Province,  Terri- 
tory or  District  the  notice  shall  be  published  in  the 
Canada  Gazette  and  in  a leading  newspaper  in  each 
Province,  Territory  or  District  in  which  the  Bill  is  to 
operate.  All  notices  shall  be  continued  for  a period  of 
at  least  two  months  during  the  interval  of  time 
between  the  close  of  the  next  preceding  Session  and 
the  consideration  of  the  petition.  Marked  copies  of 
(all)  the  newspapers,  endorsed  “ Application  for  Pri- 
vate Bill,”  containing  the  first  and  last  insertion  of 
such  notice  shall  be  sent  to  the  Clerk  of  each  House. 

In  the  case  of  an  application  for  the  erection  of  a 
toll  bridge  the  notice  shall  also  state  the  proposed 
rates  of  toll,  the  nature  of  the  structure,  the  height 
of  the  arches,  the  interval  between  the  abutments  or 
piers,  etc. 

A copy  of  the  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Clerk 
of  the  House  in  which  the  Bill  is  to  originate  at  least 
eight  days  before  the  meeting  of  Parliament,  with  a 
sum  sufficient  to  pay  for  translating  and  printing  the 
same  ; and  a further  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  and 
the  cost  of  printing  the  Act  with  the  Statutes  will  be 
levied  immediately  after  the  second  reading  of  the 

Bill. 

Petitions  for  Private  Bills  must  be  presented  in  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  within  the  first  three 
weeks  of  the  session. 

Private  Bills  are  to  be  presented  to  the  Senate 
or  House  of  Commons  within  the  first  four  weeks  of 
the  session.

Extracts  from  Special  Rules  of  the  House  of 
Commons. 

Private  Bills  shall  he  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by 
reference  the  clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to 
the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills. 

Private  Bills  in  amendment  of  Acts,  or  for  Acts 
incorporating  railway  companies,  shall  be  drawn  in 
accordance  with  the  Model  Bill  adopted  by  the  House, 
copies  of  which  may  be  obtained  from  the  Clerk. 

Provisions  varying  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted 
between  brackets  and,  when  revised  by  the  proper 
officer,  shall  be  so  printed. 

Sections  of  existing  Acts  proposed  to  be  amended 
shall  be  reprinted  in  full,  with  the  amendments  in- 
serted in  their  proper  places  and  between,  brackets. 

Private  Bills  which  are  not  drawn  in  accordance 
with  these  rules  shall  be  returned  to  the  promoters  to 
be  re-cast  before  being  revised  and  printed. 

Exceptional  provisions  shall  be  clearly  specified  in 
the  notice  of  application. 

A certified  map  or  plan  showing  the  location  of  any 
proposed  line  of  railway,  also  the  lines  of  existing  or 
authorized  works  of  a similar  character  within,  or  in 
any  way  affecting,  the  district  which  the  proposed 
work  is  intended  to  serve,  and  an  exhibit  showing  the 
amount  of  capital  proposed  to  he  raised  for  the  under- 
taking, and  the  manner  in  which  it  is  proposed  to  raise 
the  same  shall  be  filed  with  the  Railway  Committee  at 
least  one  week  before  the  consideration  of  the  Bill. 

Special  Order  of  the  House  of  Commons. 

Resolved , that  the  Clerk  of  the  House  do  have  a 
copy  of  the  new  Rule  49  sent  to  those  persons  giving 
notice  in  the  Canada  Gazette  of  their  intention  to 
apply  to  Parliament  for  the  passing  of  a Private  Bill, 


together  with  a notification  that  the  said  rule  will  he 
strictly  adhered  to  for  the  future  : — 

49.  Petitions  for  Private  Bills  shall  only  he  received 
by  the  House  within  tho  first  three  weeks  of  the 
session,  and  Private  Bills  may  only  be  presented  to 
the  House  within  the  first  four  weeks  of  the  session, 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  Committee  to  which 
any  Private  Bill  may  be  referred  to  consider  and 
report  tho  same  to  the  House  with  all  convenient  speed. 

2.  That  it  be  an  instruction  to  all  Committees  on 
Private  Bills,  in  the  event  of  promoters  not  being 
ready  to  proceed  with  their  measures  when  the  same 
have  been  twice  called  on  two  separate  occasions  for 
consideration  by  the  Committee,  that  such  measure 
shall  be  reported  back  to  the  House  forthwith, 
together  with  a statement  of  the  facts  and  with  the 
recommendation  that  such  Bill  be  withdrawn.

A BY-LAW 

To  provide  for  preserving,  maintaining,  repairing  and  keeping  in  repair  certain  Dyking  and  Drainage 
Works  constructed  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  the  “ Delta  Dyke  and  Drainage  By-law 
Mo.  1,”  of  the  Municipality  of  Delta. 

(Provisionally  Adopted,  on  the  Sth  October , 1894.) 

'YYT'HEREAS,  under  the  said  Delta  Dyke  and  Drainage  By-Law  No.  1,  certain  drainage  and  dyking  works 
VV  therein  mentioned  were  and  are  fully  made  and  completed  and  are  now  being  operated  in  the  said 

Municipality  ; 

And  whereas,  under  and  by  virtue  of  section  282  of  the  “ Municipal  Act,  1892,”  it  is  provided  that  after 
such  works  are  fully  made  and  completed  as  aforesaid  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Municipality  making 
such  works  to  preserve,  maintain,  and  keep  in  repair  the  same  at  the  expense  of  the  lots,  parts  of  lots  and 
roads,  as  the  case  may  be,  as  agreed  upon  and  shown  in  the  by-law  when  finally  passed  ;

NANAIMO  CITY  BY-LAWS. 


Hy-JLa  w to  prevent  the  erection  of  Wooden  H u i 1 d i n <js 
within  certain  limits  in  the  City  of  Nanaimo. 


WHEREAS  it  is  deemed  expedient,  on  account  of 
the  great  danger  to  life  and  property,  to  pre- 
vent the  further  erection  of  wooden  buildings  within 
certain  limits  in  the  City ; 

And  whereas  it  is  necessary  to  define  the  limits 
within  which  the  erection  of  wooden  buildings  shall  be 
prohibited ; 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen 
of  the  City  of  Nanaimo,  as  follows : — 

1.  Commencing  at  the  south-west  corner  of  Lot  one 
in  Block  twelve ; thence  easterly  along  the  line  of 
Grace  street  for  a distance  of  one  hundred  and  ninety- 
eight  feet;  thence  in  a northerly  direction,  passing 
between  Lots  eight  and  nine  in  said  block  twelve,  to 
the  shore  line  of  Commercial  Inlet,  and  following  said 
shore  line  to  the  northern  boundary  of  Hirst  Block ; 
thence  in  a westerly  direction  to  Front  street;  thence 
in  a northerly  direction  along  the  line  of  Front  street 
to  the  north-east  corner  of  Lot  twelve  in  Block  fifty- 
five,  following  the  northern  boundaries  of  Lots  twelve 
and  eleven  to  Chapel  street ; thence  following  the  line 
of  Chapel  street  to  the  north-east  corner  of  Lot  sixteen 
in  Block  fifty-four,  following  the  northern  boundaries 
of  Lots  sixteen  and  seven  to  Skinner  street;  thence  in 
a southerly  direction  along  Skinner  street  to  the  north- 
east corner  of  Lot  one  in  Block  fifty-three,  following 
the  northern  boundary  of  said  Lot  one  to  Carrall  street; 
thence  in  a direct  line  to  the  south  side  of  Franklyn 
street;  thence  along  the  south  side  of  Franklyn  street 
to  the  western  boundary  of  Lot  eight  in  Bullock  Block; 
thence  following  the  western  boundaries  of  Lots  eight, 
six,  five,  four,  three,  two  and  one,  in  Bullock  Block, 
and  the  westerly  boundaries  of  Lots  eight,  seven,  six 
and  five,  in  Block  twenty-one,  to  Albert  street,  cross- 
ing Albert  street ; thence  along  Cavan  street  to  Vic- 
toria Road;  thence  in  a direct  line  crossing  Victoria 
Road  and  Nicol  street  to  the  point  of  Commencement. 

2.  No  building  or  structure  of  any  kind  or  descrip- 
tion shall  be  erected  or  constructed  within  the  fire 
limits  as  described  in  section  one  of  this  by-law,  unless 
the  outside  and  party  walls  shall  be  composed  of  brick, 
stone,  iron,  or  other  incombustible  material,  and  all 
buildings  which  shall  or  may  be  erected  or  constructed 
within  said  fire-limits  shall  have  walls  of  not  less  than 
one  foot  in  thickness,  and  if  any  building  shall  be 
more  than  one  storey  in  height  (above  the  basement) 
the  first  storey  shall  be  not  loss  than  twelve  inches  in 
thickness,  and  the  second  storey  shall  be  eight  inches 
in  thickness,  and  in  case  the  building  shall  be  three 
stories  (above  the  basement)  the  first  storey  shall  be 
sixteen  inches  in  thickness,  the  second  storey  twelve 
inches  in  thickness,  and  the  third  storey  shall  be  eight 
inches  in  thickness,  and  with  the  exception  of  the 
front  wall  shall  extend  at  least  eighteen  inches  above 
the  roof.  In  the  event  of  a party  wall  being  used  for 
two  buildings,  said  party  wall  shall  be  constructed  at 
least  fifty  per  cent,  thicker  than  the  above  mentioned  j 
walls. 

3.  All  chimneys  shall  be  erected  at  least  three  feet 
above  the  roof.  The  roofs  of  buildings  erected  within 
the  limits  defined  in  section  one  of  this  by-law  shall  be 
constructed  with  slate,  or  iron,  or  tin,  or  felt-tar,  or 
composition  roofing  may  be  allowed  in  the  construction 
or  erection  of  buildings,  provided  such  felt  shall  be 


covered  with  distilled  roofing  cement  or  other  equally 
non-imflammable  material,  and  well  covered  with 
gravel  or  other  incombustible  material. 

4.  No  wooden  building  or  part  of  a building  within 
the  fire  limits  prescribed  in  section  one  of  this  by-law 
shall  be  raised,  enlarged,  or  repaired  except  as  herein 
provided;  but  no  wooden  building  within  the  limits 
described  in  section  one  of  this  by-law  shall  be  repaired 
to  a greater  extent  then  twenty-five  per  cent,  of  its 
then  present  value,  the  value  of  any  such  wooden 
building  so  to  be  repaired  within  said  above  described 
limits  to  be  determined  by  the  Fire  Warden  Commit- 
tee of  Nanaimo,  and  that  no  wooden  building  shall  be 
removed  from  any  part  of  said  above  described  limits 
to  any  other  part  of  said  above  described  limits ; but 
any  wooden  building  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Fire 
Warden  Committee,  be  removed  from  any  part  of  said 
described  limits  to  any  part  outside  of  said  limits, 
provided  said  wooden  building  so  to  be  removed  shall 
be  deemed  by  the  said  Fire  Warden  Committee  to  be 
worth  at  least  seventy-per  cent,  of  what  it  would  cost 
to  erect  a new  building  of  like  character. 

5.  Sheds  not  exceeding  twelve  feet  in  height  at  the 
peak  or  highest  part  thereof,  and  privies  not  exceed- 
ing ten  feet  square  and  twelve  feet  in  height  to  the 
peak,  may  be  constructed  of  wood,  and  shall  not  be 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  by-law;  provided  that 
the  term  “shed”  be  so  construed  as  to  mean  a struc- 
ture with  a roof  sloping  one  way,  with  one  or  more 
sides  of  said  structure  entirely  open ; but  no  such  shed 
shall  be  constructed  of  a greater  depth  than  ten  feet 
or  of  a greater  length  than  fifteen  feet,  and  no  such 
shed  so  constructed  shall  be  partioned  off  into  com- 
partments with  partitions  of  a greater  height  than 
eight  feet,  but  all  depositories  for  ashes  within  or  with- 
out the  fire  limits  shall  be  built  of  brick  or  other  fire- 
proof materials,  without  wood  in  any  part  thereof. 

6.  Any  owner,  builder,  or  other  person  who  shall 
own,  build,  or  aid  in  the  erection  of  any  building  or 
part  of  building  within  the  said  limits,  contrary  to  or 
in  any  other  manner  than  authorized  by  this  by-law, 
or  who  shall  own,  remove,  or  assist  in  removing,  any 
such  building  from  without  said  limits  into  the  same, 
or  own,  repair  or  assist  in  repairing  any  damaged 
wooden  building  contrary  in  either  case  to  any  pro- 
vision of  this  by-law,  shall  be  subject  to  a fine  not 
exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  together  with  costs  of 
prosecution  for  the  first  offence,  and  to  a like  fine  for 
every  forty-eight  hours  such  person  shall  fail  to  com- 
ply with  the  provisions  of  this  by-law  or  continue  in 
violation  thereof. 

7.  Any  wooden  building  which  may  be  erected,  en- 
larged, removed  or  repaired,  or  in  process  of  erection, 
enlargement,  removal,  or  repair,  contrary  to  this  by-law, 
shall  be  deemed  a nuisance,  and  upon  information,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Fire  Warden  Committee, 
after  twenty -four  hours’  notice  to  the  owner,  occupant, 
person  in  charge  or  builder  thereof,  to  abate  the  same, 
to  raze  such  building  to  the  ground;  the  expense  thereof 
shall  be  collected  from  the  owner  of  such  building  by 
suit. 

8.  Every  person  keeping  or  occupying  a shop  or 
other  building  wherein  shavings  or  other  combustible 
materials  are  accumulated  or  may  be  contained,  shall 
forfeit  the  sum  of  two  dollars  for  every  neglect  to  clear 
or  remove  the  same  out  of  such  buildings  and  the 
yards  belonging  thereto  at  least  three  times  in  each 
week,  provided  such  buildings  are  situated  within  two 
hundred  feet  of  any  other  building,  and  no  stove  shall 
be  used  in  any  such  shop  or  building  unless  the  same 
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shall  he  set  in  a box  surrounded  with  fire-proof 
material,  with  the  pipe  carefully  set  up  according  to 
the  provisions  of  the  City  by-laws,  and  no  lighted 
candles  shall  be  used  in  any  such  shop  or  building 
except  they  be  placed  in  a candle-stick  made  of  a 
material  not  liable  to  take  fire,  under  a penalty  of  two 
dollars  for  each  offence. 

9.  That  in  the  event  of  it  being  made  clear  to  the 
Municipal  Council,  on  expert  evidence,  that  any  lot  of 
land  has  been  undermined,  and  by  reason  of  such 
undermining  is  rendered  unsafe  for  the  erection  there- 
on of  brick  or  stone  buildings,  then  the  owner  of  such 
lot  shall  be  exempt  from  the  provisions  of  section  two 
of  this  by-law,  but  any  building  erected  upon  such 
undermined  lot  shall  be  constructed  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Mayor  and  Council. 

10.  This  by-law  may  be  cited  as  the  “ Nanaimo  Fire 
Limit  By-Law,  1894.”

VICTORIA  CITY  BY-LAWS. 

No.  237. 

A BY-LAW 

To  Authorize  the  Sale  of  Lands  within  the  City  of 
Victoria  upon  which  Taxes  hare  been  Due  and  in 
,-ir rear  for  Two  Years. 

WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  that  all  lands  or  im- 
provements or  real  property  within  the  limits 
of  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Victoria,  upon  which 
municipal  taxes  have  been  due  and  in  arrear  for  two 
years,  shall  be  sold,  and  the  proceeds  applied  in  the 
reduction  of  such  taxes  : 

Be  it  therefore  enacted,  by  the  Municipal  Council 
of  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Victoria,  as  follows  : 
1.  The  Collector  of  the  Municipal  Council  of  the 
Corporation  of  the  City  of  Victoria  is  hereby  author- 
ized and  directed  whensoever  taxes  on  any  land  or 
improvements  or  real  property  have  been  due  for  two 
years  preceding  the  current  year,  to  submit  to  the 
Mayor  of  the  City  of  Victoria  a list,  in  duplicate,  of 
all  the  lands  or  improvements  or  real  property  liable, 
under  the  provisions  of  this  by-law,  to  be  sold  for 
taxes,  with  the  amount  of  arrears  against  each  lot  set 
opposite  to  the  same,  and  the  Mayor  shall  authenti- 
cate such  list  by  affixing  thereto  the  seal  of  the  Cor- 
poration and  his  signature,  and  one  of  such  lists  shall 
be  deposited  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Corporation,  and 
the  other  shall  be  returned  to  the  Collector  with  a 
warrant  thereto  annexed,  under  the  hand  of  the  Mayor 
and  the  seal  of  the  Corporation,  commanding  him  to 
levy  upon  the  land  or  improvements  or  real  property 
for  the  arrears  due  thereon,  with  his  costs. 

2.  It  shall  not  be  the  duty  of  the  Collector  to  make 
inquiry  before  effecting  a sale  of  lands  or  improve- 
ments or  real  property  for  taxes,  to  ascertain  whether 
or  not  there  is  any  distress  upon  the  land,  nor  shall  he 
be  bound  to  inquire  into  or  form  any  opinion  of  the 
value  of  the  land  or  improvements  or  real  property. 

3.  The  Collector  shall  prepare  a copy  of  the  list  of 
lands  or  improvements  or  real  property  to  be  sold, 
and  shall  include  therein,  in  a separate  column,  a 
statement  of  the  proportion  of  costs  chargable  on  each 
lot  for  advertising,  and  for  the  commissions  authorized 
by  this  by-law  to  be  paid  to  him,  and  shall  cause  a 
copy  of  such  list  to  be  printed  for  a period  of  one 
month  preceding  the  date  of  such  intended  sale  in 
some  newspaper  published  in  the  City  of  Victoria. 

4.  The  advertisement  shall  contain  a notification 
that  unless  the  arrears  and  the  costs  are  sooner  paid 


he  will  proceed  to  sell  the  lands  or  improvements  or 
real  property  for  the  taxes  on  a day,  a time,  and  at  a 
place  named  in  the  advertisement. 

5.  The  Collector  shall,  at  least  two  months  before 
the  time  of  sale,  also  deliver  to  or  deposit  in  the  post- 
office  to  the  address  of  the  owner  of  such  property 
which  is  to  be  sold  for  taxes  as  aforesaid,  or  to  the 
agent  of  such  owner,  a notice  in  writing  of  the  amount 
of  taxes  due,  and  that  the  property  is  to  be  sold  for 
arrears  so  due,  and  in  case  the  address  of  the  owner 
or  agent  is  unknown,  a notice  to  the  same  effect  shall 
be  posted  upon  the  land  intended  to  be  sold,  and  also 
at  least  two  months  before  the  time  of  sale  post  a 
notice  similar  to  the  above  advertisement  in  some  con- 
venient and  public  places,  that  is  to  say,  at  the  Coun- 
cil Chambers,  Victoria,  and  in  the  Post  Office  Build- 
ing, Victoria. 

6.  The  day  of  sale  shall  be  the  thirty-third  day  after 
the  first  publication  in  a newspaper  of  such  list,  exclu- 
sive of  the  day  of  such  publication,  except  in  case  the 
said  thirty-third  day  shall  fall  on  a Sunday  or  holiday, 
in  which  case  such  sale  shall  take  place  on  the  follow- 
ing day  at  the  Council  Chambers,  in  the  City  of  Vic- 
toria, and  shall  begin  at  12  o’clock  noon. 

7.  If  at  any  time  appointed  for  the  sale  of  the  lands 
or  improvements  or  real  property,  no  bidders  appear, 
the  Collector  may  adjourn  the  sale  from  time  to  time. 

8.  If  the  taxes  have  not  been  previously  collected, 
or  if  no  one  appears  to  pay  the  same  at  the  time  and 
place  appointed  for  the  sale,  the  Collector  shall  sell  at 
public  auction  so  much  of  the  land  or  improvements 
or  real  property  as  may  be  sufficient  to  discharge  the 
taxes  and  all  lawful  charges  incurred  in  and  about  the 
sale  and  the  collection  of  the  taxes,  selling  in  prefer- 
ence such  part  as  he  may  consider  best  for  the  owner 
to  sell  first,  and  in  offering  such  lands  or  improve- 
ments or  real  property  for  sale,  it  shall  not  be  neces- 
sary to  describe  particularly  tlie  portion  of  the  lot  or 
section  which  shall  be  sold,  but  it  will  be  sufficient  to 
say  that  he  will  sell  so  much  of  the  lot  or  section  as 
shall  be  necessary  to  secure  the  payment  of  the  taxes 
due,  and  the  amount  of  taxes  stated  in  the  advertise- 
ment shall  in  all  cases  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  the 
correct  amount  due. 

9.  If  the  Collector  fails  at  such  sale  to  sell  such  land 
or  improvements  or  real  property  for  the  full  amount 
of  arrears  of  the  taxes  due,  he  shall  at  such  sale  ad- 
journ the  same  until  a day  to  be  publicly  named  by  him, 
not  earlier  than  one  week  nor  later  than  three  months 
thereafter,  of  which  adjourned  sale  he  shall  give  notice 
by  advertisement  in  the  newspaper  in  which  the  orig- 
inal notice  was  advertised,  and  on  such  day  he  shall 
sell  such  lands  or  improvements  or  real  property  for 
any  sum  he  can  realize,  and  shall  accept  such  sum  as 
full  payment  for  such  arrears  of  taxes.

A JU/.lair  to  enable  the  ( it;/  of  Vancouver  to  raise 
thtfsumof  $4,000.00  for  the  purposes  hereinafter 
set  oat. 

I AT  HERE  AS  it  is  deemed  expedient  in  the  interests 
?T  of  the  City  of  Vancouver  that  that  portion  of 
Granville  Street,  in  the  said  City,  lying  between  Cor- 
dova Street  and  Hastings  Street,  should  be  improved  by 
the  laying  down  of  a wood  block  pavement,  and  that 
the  funds  to  be  provided  for  such  improvements  should 
be  repaid  by  special  rate  of  frontage  tax,  to  be  levied 
on  the  real  property  fronting  on  the  said  portion  of 
Granville  Street  and  immediately  benefitted  thereby, 
such  special  rate  to  be  sufficient  to  include  the  interest 
on  the  said  fund  so  to  be  provided,  and  a sinking  fund 
to  provide  for  the  repayment  of  the  said  fund,  from 
twenty  years  from  the  date  of  the  debentures  herein- 
after mentioned  ;

And  whereas  no  petition  has  been  presented  against 
the  said  improvement  ; 

And  whereas  the  City  Clerk  has  forwarded  a certi- 
fied copy  of  the  report  of  the  City  Engineer,  as  adopted 
by  the  Council,  to  the  Board  of  Revision  ; 

And  whereas  the  Court  of  Revision  has  duly  sat, 
heard,  and  confirmed  the  special  assessments  ; 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Mayor  and  Council 
of  the  City  of  Vancouver,  in  open  meeting  assembled, 
as  follows  : — 

1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Corporation  of  the  City 
of  Vancouver  to  raise,  or  cause  to  be  raised,  by  way  of 
loan  from  any  person  or  persons,  body  or  bodies  cor- 
porate, upon  the  credit  of  the  debentures  hereinafter 
mentioned,  a sum  of  money  not  exceeding  in  the  whole 
the  sum  of  four  thousand  dollars  ($4,000.00)  and  cause 
the  same  to  be  paid  into  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of 
the  City,  with  the  above  recited  objects. 

2.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Mayor  of  the  said  City 
to  cause  forty  (40)  or  less  number  of  debentures  to  be 
issued  for  the  purpose  of  raising  said  sum  of  money, 
each  of  such  debentures  being  for  at  least  one  hundred 
dollars  ($100.00)  or  £100  sterling  of  the  United  King- 
dom of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  at  a value  of  four 
dollars  and  eighty -six  cents  ($4.86)  to  the  pound 
sterling,  and  the  said  debentures  shall  be  sealed  with 
the  seal  of  the  City,  and  signed  by  the  Mayor  and  be 
countersigned  by  the  Treasurer,  and  be  payable  within 
twenty  years  from  the  date  on  which  this  by-law  takes 
effect,  and  to  bear  interest  payable  at  the  rate  of  five 
per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  half-yearly,  on  the  3rd 
day  of  May  and  the  3rd  day  of  November  in  each  and 
every  year  during  the  currency  of  the  said  debent  ures, 
at  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer  of  the  City  of 
Vancouver,  or  at  such  bank  in  the  City  of  London, 
England,  as  the  Council  may  by  resolution  direct  ; 
coupons  to  be  attached  to  the  debentures  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  said  interest,  and  the  principal  to  be  pay- 
able at  such  bank  in  the  City  of  Vancouver,  or  at  such 
bank  in  the  City  of  London,  England,  as  the  Council 
may  by  resolution  direct. 

3.  For  the  purpose  of  forming  a sinking  fund  for  the 
payment  of  the  said  debt  and  the  payment  of  the 
interest  thereon,  at  the  rate  aforesaid,  as  the  same 
becomes  due,  there  shall  be  raised  and  levied  as 
follows  : — 

As  to  two  thousand  six  hundred  and  sixty-six 
dollars  and  seventy  cents  ($2,666.70),  the  portion 
thereof  to  be  borne  and  paid  by  the  real  pro- 
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perty  hereinbefore  mentioned  and  specified,  there 
shall  be  levied  and  raised  over  and  above  all 
other  rates,  the  said  annual  sum  of  two  hundred 
and  twenty-two  dollars  and  ninety  cents  ($222.1)0) 
in  each  and  every  year  until  the  said  sum,  two 
thousand  six  hundred  and  sixty-six  dollars  and 
seventy  cents  ($2,666.70)  and  interest,  is  fully  paid  by 
special  rate  per  foot  frontage  upon  all  the  said  real 
property  according  to  the  respective  amounts,  rates 
per  foot,  and  yearly  rate  hereinbefore  recited  and  set 
forth,  such  special  rate  to  be  levied  and  collected  in 
each  and  every  year  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same 
manner  as  ordinary  taxes  are  levied  and  collected ; 
and  as  to  one  thousand  three  hundred  and  thirty-three 
dollars  and  thirty  cents  ($1,333.30),  the  portion  there- 
of to  be  borne  and  paid  by  the  whole  municipality  of 
the  City  of  Vancouver,  there  shall  be  levied  and  raised 
annually  above  all  other  rates,  the  said  sum  of  one 
hundred  and  eleven  dollars  and  forty-four  cents 
($111.44),  by  a special  rate  sufficient  therefor  on  all 
ratable  property  of  the  said  City,  at  the  same  time  ■ 
and  in  the  same  manner  as  all  other  rates  are  levied 
and  collected. 

4.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  person  owning  real  , 
estate  upon  which  such  annual  rate,  as  aforesaid,  is  to 
be  levied,  to  commute  for  such  annual  payment  of 
same  by  paying  a principal  sum  at  the  date  of  this  by-  ' 
law,  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  City,  or  by  paying  a 
principal  sum  at  the  end  of  any  year  thereafter,  the 
amount  to  be  determined  as  follows  : — 

The  present  value  of  five  per  cent,  per  annum  com- 
pound interest  of  the  several  payments  to  be  made  t 


s annually  by  such  applicant,  at  the  time  of  his  applica- 
tion, shall  be  determined,  and  such  value  shall  be  the 
amount  of  commutation  money  to  be  paid  by  such  per- 
son, and  upon  payment  of  such  sum  the  levying  of  the 
special  rate  upon  real  estate  property  of  such  person 
shall  at  once  cease  and  determine. 

Provided  any  amounts  paid  under  this  clause  shall 
be  invested  according  to  the  provisions  relating  to  the 
investment  of  the  City  Sinking  Fund. 

5.  The  said  Corporation  reserve  the  right  to  pur- 
chase from  time  to  time  any  or  all  of  the  said  deben- 
tures. 

6.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Corporation,  from 
time  to  time,  to  repurchase  any  or  all  of  the  said 
debentures  at  such  price  or  prices  at  or  below  par 
value  as  shall  be  mutually  agreed  upon. 

7.  That  the  debt  of  two  thousand  six  hundred  and 
sixty-six  dollars  and  seventy  cents  ($2,666.70)  to  be 
created  on  the  security  of  the  special  rate  hereinbefore 
settled,  is  hereby  further  guaranteed  by  the  Corpora- 
tion of  the  City  of  Vancouver  at  large. 

That  this  by-law  shall  come  into  force  and  take 
effect  on  Friday,  the  second  day  of  November,  1S94.
